5 amendment claims 1 and 26-44 were amended. Currently, claims 1-44 remain for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-44 are allowed. 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
w directed at an inventory management system and the methods for the inventory management 

system. The system is particularly designed for veterinary embodiment. As indicated in 
previous Office Action, the general inventory management system is known and widely used in 
various industries. However, cited references, taken alone or in combinations, fail to suggest or 
teach that the veterinary inventory management system wherein a product can be automatically 

is ordered when the level of the product reaches shortage threshold. It is also not disclosed or 
suggested that an item can be added to a set of product controls link as set forth in the claims.
